Inquiry gets under way 
into Hatchfield plans

A THREE week public inquiry be¬ 
gan yesterday into a controversial 
planning application for Newmar¬ 
ket, which was called in by the Sec¬ 
retary of State last year. 

Plans for 400 homes on Fordham 
Road, at Hatchfield Farm, were ap¬ 
proved by Forest Heath District 
Council last July - but were called 
in by the Secretary of State days 
later for the government to make 
the final decision. 

A previous application, submit¬ 
ted for Hatchfield Farm, for 1,200 
homes was also called in and re¬ 
jected by Eric Pickles in 2012. 

Yesterday, speeches were deliv¬ 
ered by solicitors acting for the ap¬ 
plicant, the district council, and the 
Newmarket Horsemen’s Group. 

Chris Boyle QC, acting on behalf 
of Ford Derby who submitted the 
Hatchfield Farm application, said 
there was no reason to refuse the 
application. 

He said: “Newmarket is inargua- 
bly the most sustainable for market 
growth.” 

Fears had been raised about 
problems with the highways and 
the Fordham Road horse crossing. 

David Elvin QC, acting on be¬ 
half of the Newmarket Horseman’s 



of the busiest horse crossings in 
the country, if not the busiest, and 
potential for conflicts between ve¬ 
hicles and horses in this location is 
already high. 

“The application would perpetu¬ 
ate and exacerbate what is already 
an unacceptable and severe situa¬ 
tion. We only need to kill one horse 
worth hundreds of thousands of 
pounds to have a significant impact 
on the industry.” 

Mr Elvin also spoke of the pos- 
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sible impact on the horseracing 
industry. He said: “There is a signifi¬ 
cant risk that a large scale housing 
development such as the present 
application will damage investor 
confidence due to its perceived im¬ 
pact on the unique character of the 
town and/or the safety of horses in 
which owners have invested im¬ 
mense sums of money. 

“There can be no doubt that the 
development has a clear potential 
to constrain the future economic 
success and growth of the horse- 
racing industry in Newmarket.”

David Whipps, acting for the dis¬ 
trict council, also spoke yesterday. 

He said there was a need to pro¬ 
vide more housing in the district 
and the council needed to make 
sure it had a supply of local homes 
- which could not yet include any 
possibilities for the future of RAF 
Mildenhall. 

Mr Whipps said: “[RAF Milden¬ 
hall] will not become available for 
five to seven years. The council 
will have to ensure before this that 
housing is available. This applica¬ 
tion can and should be considered 
on its merits now.” 

A number of witnesses were also 
announced to be speaking for and 
against the application at the in¬ 
quiry. 

The Newmarket Horsemen’s 
Group listed witnesses including 
William Gittus, managing director 
of the Jockey Club, Hugh Anderson, 


manag¬ 
ing director of Godolphin, top race¬ 
horse trainer John Gosden, and a 
number of others. 

William Gittus told the News : “I 
am hoping we will be able to per¬ 
suade the inspector and the Sec¬ 
retary of State that a residential 
development of this scale is inap¬ 
propriate for Newmarket, at the 
very least until the Focal Plan has 
been worked through to its con¬ 
clusion and that all the related 
competing factors in what is a very 
constrained district have been con¬ 
sidered properly.” 

Newmarket mayor Rachel Hood 
and Cllr Warwick Hirst will also be 
speaking against the application on 
behalf of the town council later in 
the inquiry.

Drivers hitting 
70 in a 30 zone

DRIVERS on a Newmarket 
estate are reaching speeds of 
up to 70 miles per hour in the 
residential area according to 
a local councillor - prompt¬ 
ing fears someone could be 
killed in an accident. 

Cllr Michael Anderson, 
who represents the Stud- 
lands estate in Newmarket, 
told Newmarket Town Coun¬ 
cil that speeding in the area 
was turning into a real prob¬ 
lem for residents and called 
for measures to slow vehicles 
down. 

In a speed check earlier 
this year, police were said to 
have caught drivers hitting 
speeds of 70 miles per hour 
in the estate - where the 
speed limit is just 30 miles 
per hour. 

Cllr Anderson told the 
council’s community servic¬ 
es committee: “Speeding in 
Studlands Park is becoming 
a very major issue. 

“Police at a residents meet¬ 
ing in March said there was a 
problem. 

“A 30 mile per hour sign 


has been put in the road both 
ways but it has not worked 
one bit.” 

The problem starts at 
Studlands Park Avenue, goes 
around the industrial area of 
the estate and around to Hy¬ 
perion Way, the committee 
was told. 

Cllr Anderson said Hype¬ 
rion Way was particularly 
“horrendous” for people 
speeding along it. 

He added: “Someone is go¬ 
ing to get killed there. 

“There has been a very 
high police presence on 
the estate but they c 
only be there for so 
long. 

“Traffic calm¬ 
ing measures need 
to be put in from 
Studlands Park Av¬ 



enue down to the factories.” 

He asked councillors to 
support the police in cutting 
speeds on the estate. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst said: 
“The police were very sym¬ 
pathetic and they would like 
the town council to have a 
view and support this.” 

A community speed watch 
scheme has also been set up 
by local residents - but so 
far no-one has been trained 
up. 

It is hoped the scheme will 
be able to start in the future 
and go some way to com¬ 
batting the problem. 
Councillors agreed 
that there was a 
real problem with 
speeding vehicles 
in the area and 
would support 
any traffic calming 
measures that can 
be installed in and 
around the estate to 

stop the drivers. 

They voted unanimous¬ 
ly to support the police in 
pushing for traffic calming 
measures for the Studlands 
estate. 


County council 
elects new leader 


Take action on 
debt says charity 


COUNCILLOR Colin 
Noble has been 
named as the new 
leader of Suffolk 
County Council. 

Cllr Noble, 
who represents 
Lakenheath, will 
replace current 
council leader Mark 
Bee, who announced 
he was leaving earlier 
in April. 

The Lakenheath 
councillor had 
challenged the 


leadership post twice 
before - first in 2011 
and again last year, 
but was unsuccessful 
in the past. 

Christpher 
Hudson, current 
chairman of the 
council, was selected 
as deputy leader in 
the vote in Ipswich 
on Tuesday. 

Cllr Noble is 
expected to take over 
leadership of the 
council in May. 


A CHARITY has 
urged West Suffolk’s 
parliamentary can¬ 
didates to take action 
on debt after it re¬ 
ceived more than 500 
calls from people in 
the area since 2013. 

The Money Ad¬ 
vice Trust has said 
they received 510 
calls from people 
in the region to the 
National Debtline, 
which offers free and 
impartial debt advice 


from experts. The 
business helpline re¬ 
ceived 36 calls. 

Joanna Elson, 
chief executive of 
the Money Advice 
Trust, said: “Whoever 
is elected as Mem¬ 
ber of Parliament for 
West Suffolk on May 
7 needs to put pro¬ 
moting free debt ad¬ 
vice in the area near 
the top of their to-do 
list after the general 
election.” 
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Unexpected 
closure of 
Pandora's 

A SHOP has closed unexpectedly 
at The Guineas Shopping Centre in 
Newmarket. 

Shoppers at the centre on Saturday 
found that Pandora’s, near to the en¬ 
trance of the shopping centre from 
the car park, had closed. 

Local residents said a number of 
people were crowded around the 
shop, with notices being put on the 
door. 

A spokesman for The Guineas 
Shopping Centre told the News : 
“We can confirm that Pandora’s has 
closed following termination of the 
lease.” 

Pandora’s had been a long-time 
leaseholder in the Guineas, selling 
jewellery, handbags and luggage and 
other items. 

The circumstances of the shop’s 
closure aren’t known, but its closure 
was not thought to have been adver¬ 
tised in the store.

Edward Waites, who is based 
in Chippenham, will be creating 
a lifesized sculpture of Kingman, 
who is trained by Newmarket's 
John Gosden. 

He will be sculpting the model 
live at the flower show and Royal 
Ascot. 

Edward, who has been 
commissioned by the Queen in 
the past, said: "After spending 
time with kingman as a stallion I 
am winding back the clock trying 
to identify him as the great three- 
year-old he was. 

"He was a perfect subject for me 
as he is such a special horse and 
perfect to work on when I visited 
him before his 2015 covering 
season kicked off. 

"I am hoping to capture all the 
aspects of him that made him 
so prolific on the race track and 
bringing his character out in my 
sculpture."

Threat to events 
after vandalism

BENCHES belonging to a 
wildlife charity have been 
torched by vandals, putting 
the future of its community 
events in jeopardy. 

Go Wild in Newmarket, a 
voluntary group creating wild 
spaces in Newmarket, found 
the torched benches at the 
Guarded Orchard in Stud- 
lands Park. 

One of the benches had 
been smashed to pieces to re¬ 
move it from the chains while 
the other one was tipped up. 

Both were set alight, using 
a disposable barbecue, with 
one bench completely de¬ 
stroyed. 

The group have described 
the act as “disgraceful, dis¬ 
gusting and the work of 
mindless idiots”. 

A spokesman said: “We 
don’t understand why some¬ 
one would act like that. They 
are obviously mindless and 
selfish. 

“We all volunteer our time 
for free to help other people 
and improve the areas we 
look after and for someone to 
destroy it in a mindless act is

something 
none of us 
understand.” 
The benches were do¬ 
nated to enhance the site the 
Go Wild in Newmarket group 
maintain and are used at its 
outreach events. 

The spokesman added: 
“As the tables are used for 
setting out and carrying out 
the activities, without access 
to them we will be unable to 
carry out any further events 
or be very restricted in what 
we can offer when we are 
currently trying to expand 


what is offered. 

“We rely on donations for 
all of our work and we are 
not sure if we can get enough 
donations again to replace 
the damaged benches whilst 
continuing with our monthly 
events.” 

The community has come 
together to condemn the 
acts, with Studlands Sports 
and Social Club lending its 
benches to the group to help 
with future events. Anyone

Top slimmer 
Sarah wins 
major award

A MOTHER who lost more than six 
stone, shrinking from a size 18 to a 
size six, has won an award for her 
weight loss. 

Sarah Allan, 39, has been named 
Top Target Consultant for Slimming 
World for 2015 after losing 6st 9lbs 
following the plan from 2000. 

She joined her local group at 23 
after gaining weight following the 
birth of her children. 

The mother-of-two tried countless 
other ways to lose weight and hasn’t 
looked back - now having stayed 
at her target weight of 8st 5lbs for 
13 years and winning the national 
award last week. 

Sarah said: “When I joined, my 
self-esteem was so low that I didn’t 
really believe I’d lose any weight at 
all, nevermind six-and-a-half stone. 

“If you’d have told that 23-year- 
old that she’d ever win an award for 
anything she wouldn’t have believed 
you.” 

Although she had always been 
slim before, Sarah struggled to lose 
weight after a miscarriage and the 
difficult pregnancies for her chil¬ 
dren, Dylan, 18, and Lachlan, 16. 

“I just expected the weight to 
come off after I had the boys, but 



that didn’t happen,” Sarah said. 

“It really affected my confidence 
and it got to the point where every 
decision I made was linked to my 
weight - whether I went out, wheth¬ 
er we went on holiday - and I ended 
up hiding away at home instead of 
going anywhere or doing anything.” 

In December 2000, Sarah made 
the decision to join Slimming World 
and change her eating habits, losing 
the 6st 91bs in just over a year and 
taking the plunge to become a Slim¬ 
ming World consultant in Newmar¬ 
ket. 

She now runs two groups in New-

market for 160 members and bagged 
£2,000 in prize money after winning 
the Top Target Consultant award. 

Sarah added: “I love seeing peo¬ 
ple change week after week, not just 
getting slimmer but becoming more 
confident. 

“It reminds me of how much I’ve 
changed. The quiet, shy Sarah who 
never went out is a world away from 
the loud, bubbly Sarah who stands 
at the front of my Slimming World 
groups each week. 

“Losing weight has completely 
changed my life and this award is 
just another amazing part of that.”

Racing have the 
power to say no 

MR Slater (Letters, April 1st) stressed 
the need to consider the interests of 
other local industries in addition to 
Racing. 

That's true. Not only existing firms 
but, we hope, new investment, 
offering interesting, skilled, well-paid 
careers, to local young people for 
example. 

The new Local Plan, recently 
approved by Forest Heath Council, 
allows Racing (and associated 
interests) largely to expand as 
they wish. On the other hand, 
developments wanted by all other 
people (including householders!) can 
be vetoed if racing or associated 
interests object. 

At the official Inspection of the 
Plan, racing interests felt unable to 
pin down the possible reasons for 
their future objections, preferring to 
leave themselves the widest scope 
in any future scenario. But noise and 
increased traffic are among obvious 
possible subjects, we can say. 

Forest Heath Council has, over the 
long period of the Plan's preparation, 
made remarkably little mention of 
this important suite of far-reaching 
policies, which will affect people's 
lives so much. I have read no 
comment about it in the local 
newspapers and I have seen no 
posters drawing attention to it. 

I have mentioned only one of its 
many policies. The Plan should 
not be confused with the various 
"visions" about which we have heard 
a great deal. The required "Public 
Consultation" was distinctly low 
profile. 

My own view is that the policy 
I have highlighted risks seriously 
hindering new development in and 
around Newmarket and will deter 
new investors whose lawyers will 


be obliged to draw early attention 
to the permanent possibility of 
unforeseeable restrictions by outside 
agents. Their clients may then prefer 
to invest elsewhere.

There must 
be a limit 

IT was interesting to read the article 
(April 8) on "The guardian of the 
gallops" aka Nick Patton of Jockey 
Club Estates, especially his view that 
"The more horses, the more income, 
the more investment.. means more 
employment - farriers, transporters, 
tack shops". 

More racehorses require more 
humans, especially stable staff. 

Where and how are they going 
to live? Would they be best 
attracted by a vibrant town with the 
infrastructure and facilities which give 
quality of life? 

The average wage of Newmarket 
racing staff is reckoned to be about 
£20K pa. A couple each earning 
£20K pa could possibly get a 
mortgage of £100K. How many 
houses in Newmarket can be bought 
for less than £150K? 

Most racing staff will have left the 
industry by the age of 35, as the thrill 
of riding at 30mph and early starts 
in all weathers begins to pall. Are 
/ should they be expected to leave 
town? 

By the time this letter might be 


read the second Hatchfield Inquiry 
will have started. The Hatchfield 
development offers 120 affordable 
homes. It is being opposed by the 
Newmarket Horsemans Group. 

For too long, I believe, racing has 
been based on the presumption of an 
infinite supply of cheap labour. Many 
good staff over the years have left the 
industry for jobs with better pay and 
conditions, ones especially where a 
day and a half off per fortnight is not 
the norm. 

Vacancies have been created which 
have been filled by an increasing 
number of staff from overseas. I 
would not begrudge any individual 
the opportunity to improve their lot 
by immigration or emigration but it 
does suggest that the racing industry, 
as with other industries, is pursuing an 
unsustainable financial model. 

At a presentation to FHDC by 
a racing group, in response to 
a question by Cllr Tim Huggan, 
comment was that racing did not 
propose to introduce a "living wage", 
but rather follow minimum wage 
guidelines, the argument being that 
it would be too costly for owners. 
Simple answer is: if you can't afford a 
racehorse don't have one. 

There must be a limit to the 
number of horses which Newmarket 
can accommodate and the number 
of racehorses country wide which 
are financially viable and sustainable. 
Optimums are, I believe, better than 
maximums.

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All closed 
by massive 
waste fire 

A PILE of burning animal 
waste weighing 800 tonnes 
closed part of the A11 and 
brought heavy traffic to 
Newmarket. 

Firefighters were called at 
12.31 pm to the fire at Six 
Mile Bottom, off London Road 
last Wednesday. 

Fire crews from Newmarket 
and Cambridge worked to get 
the blaze under control after 
they arrived to find the muck 
heap "well alight".

Matthew Hancock 
criticised for 
trip in private jet

A PARLIAMENTARY candi¬ 
date has received criticism 
for taking a private jet from 
Aberdeen to London - while 
serving as a minister for cli¬ 
mate change. 

Matthew Hancock, Con¬ 
servative candidate for West 
Suffolk and government 
minister for energy and cli¬ 
mate change, was in Aber¬ 
deen on March 5 to meet 
Mexican president Enrique 
Pena Nieto. 

Although the main pur¬ 
pose of the meeting was 
to sign deals with oil and 
gas companies, the UK and 
Mexican governments also 
signed agreements “to work 
together on sustainable and 
low-carbon development”. 

Afterwards, Mr Hancock 
and other diplomats shared 
a private jet back to London. 

A spokesperson from the 
Department for Energy and 
Climate Change said: “The 
Minister was in Aberdeen to 
meet with a foreign digni¬ 


tary on energy and climate 
change. He got a chartered 
flight together with senior 
diplomatic officials for the 
return 
journey, 
to fit 
around 
diary 
commit- 
m e n t s . 

He was 
on offi¬ 
cial busi¬ 
ness...” 

A spokesperson for Mat¬ 
thew Hancock said: “The 
state visit was a big day for 
the North Sea oil industry, 
which has had a difficult 
time recently. Matt was in 
Aberdeen to host the Mexi¬ 
can president and promote 
this great British industry. 

“He joined a flight with of¬ 
ficials and diplomats, which 
was full...” 

Labour parliamentary 
candidate for West Suffolk 
Michael Jefferys said: “Mr 
Hancock appears to have no 
respect for the environment 


or for the costs to the public 
purse.” 

It has also emerged that 
Mr Hancock has received 
£18,000 in donations from a 
well-known climate change 
sceptic. According to offi¬ 
cial records, he has received 
five donations from Neil Re¬ 
cord, who is on the board 
of the campaigning arm of 
the Global Warming Policy 
Foundation, which aims 
to challenge government 
policies to mitigate climate 
change. The most recent 
donation in November last 
year, was £4,000. 

Niall Pettitt, West Suffolk 
candidate for the Green Par¬ 
ty, said: “This demonstrates 
how the Conservatives con¬ 
tinue to pander to the murky 
interests of big multination¬ 
al companies and ignore 
very real risks that climate 
change presents...” 

A spokesperson for Mat¬ 
thew Hancock said: “All do¬ 
nations are declared pub¬ 
licly and proper process 
followed.”

The ward team hopes to pur¬ 
chase ‘Nippy’ ventilators, which 
are portable, and mean that chil¬ 
dren are able to leave the ward. 

These mean that children who 
need long-term ventilation are 
still able to go home and take part 
in normal activities. 

Amanda Piercy’s daughter, Lilly 
Rose, was a patient on PICU - and 


Amanda believes that without the 
Nippy ventilator, her daughter 
wouldn’t be with her today. 

She said: “Lilly Rose was born 
with right congenitial diapramat- 
ic hernia and was very poorly. 

“She had a tracheostomy at 
four-months-old and was venti¬ 
lated straight away. She needs a 
ventilator to help her breathe. 

“If we didn’t have the ventila¬ 
tor at home she would need to be 
in hospital 24/7. The ventilator 
keeps my daughter alive and we 
are very grateful.”

Council puts end to 
grave bulk buying 


FAMILIES will be limited in the num¬ 
ber of graves they can buy at New¬ 
market Cemetery after council fears 
that people bulk buying plots could 
cause a shortage. 

Newmarket town councillors were 
told that the cemetery could face a 
dilemma in the future due to fami¬ 
lies outside of town buying multiple 
graves. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, chairman of 
the community services commit¬ 
tee which discussed the matter last 
week, said: “We do have space in the 
cemetery but recently there has been 
a trend for a small number of people 
to bulk buy.” 

Isabelle Barrett, town clerk, told 
councillors: “The town council has 
got a policy in place that we would 
not sell more than three graves with¬ 
in a family. But it is sometimes diffi¬ 
cult to judge who is family and who 
is not.” 

There is currently space for new 
burials, but at the rate they are being 
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bought by families, this may not be 
the case for much longer. 

A total of 25 plots had been 
bought by just one family alone 
in the past, which would have 
cost thousands of pounds. 

Mrs Barrett had already 
contacted cemeteries in 
Mildenhall, Cambridge and 
Brandon who said they had 
encountered a similar prob¬ 
lem on their sites. 

Cllr Hirst said: “Isabelle has 
contacted Mildenhall, Cam¬ 
bridge and Brandon who have had 
the same problem so now they have 
a policy that when there is a death, 
you buy a grave and that’s it. 

“These people have been wanting 
to buy multiple graves and they live 
outside of Newmarket.” 

Mrs Barrett added: “There is a 


shortage in Cambridge and Milden¬ 
hall have got 100 plots left. 

“They now sell a single plot when a 
death occurs in the family.” 

Councillors also raised concerns 
that the plots may be bought up by 
families and could then even be 
sold on - with fears they could 
even be auctioned off on 
eBay. 

Cllr Hirst said: “At the 
moment, if you buy a plot, 
it’s yours for 99 years. It 
would be difficult to stop 
people from selling them 
on.” 

Councillors agreed at the 
meeting to change their cur¬ 
rent policy, giving people the op¬ 
tion to buy three graves within a 
family, to one which would limit the 
number of plots available to buy. 

Instead, when there is a death, 
family members will be able to buy 
a plot and have the option to buy the 
plot next to it at the same time. 




Labour candidate's leaflet blunder 


A PARLIAMENTARY candidate 
has been forced to withdraw a 
leaflet stating his aims - which 
had two bullet points missing. 

Michael Jefferys, Labour 
candidate for West Suffolk,

The leaflets were 
distributed in Newmarket last 
Tuesday. 

Mr Jefferys told the

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Vision group: Station 
‘needs improvement’

MORE frequent and direct services, 
“decent” waiting facilities - and 
eventually a direct link to London

been called for at Newmarket rail¬ 
way station by the Vision group. 

The traffic and highways deliv¬ 
ery group at Newmarket Vision has 
called for the changes in its reply to 
the East Anglia rail franchise con¬ 
sultation, shown to town council¬ 
lors. 

The consultation, held by the De¬ 
partment for Transport, was set up 
to seek the views on “future rail ser¬ 
vices in East Anglia” as the Greater 
Anglia franchise is set to expire in 
October 2016. 

The group has asked for an im¬ 
provement of punctuality, fre¬ 
quency and direct services, and an 
increase in staff presence, amongst 
other things. 

They have also asked for the pro¬ 
vision of “covered and secure cycle 
parking”, designated paths for pe¬ 
destrians, and “decent waiting fa¬ 
cilities” for public transport.

'BETTER SERVICE NEEDED': Newmarket railway station 


Ipswich to Cambridge service to 
make it half hourly would “better 
serve Newmarket and its growing 
economy”, they said. 

Lisa Chambers, chairman of the 
delivery group, said: “The town’s 
railway station provides an impor¬ 
tant gateway to Newmarket. 

“Despite the high usage, the sta¬ 
tion provides a very poor impres¬ 


sion to those that use it. 

“Improving Newmarket 
station and the passenger rail ser¬ 
vice that provides the vital trans¬ 
port link to Newmarket town and 
its globally recognised horseracing 
industry is integral to maintaining 
and unlocking economic growth. 

“We need a decent railway sta¬ 
tion with excellent waiting facili¬ 


ties and good rail links to London, 
Cambridgeshire, Norfolk and the 
rest of Suffolk. This will help to 
meet current rail need and enable 
Newmarket to attain its full eco¬ 
nomic potential.” 

In 2013-14, 300,000 people used 
the station, which has contributed 
to an increase of 100,000 passen¬ 
gers over a four-year period. 

It is estimated jobs within 
Cambridge will increase by 
38 per cent by 2021 - and 
a frequent train service is 
needed to “open up these 
opportunities to people 
living in Suffolk”, accord¬ 
ing to the group. 

Ms Chambers added: 
“Such a service [half hourly] 
would not only provide bet¬ 
ter access to the Newmarket 
economy, it would also enable Suf¬ 
folk to benefit from the Cambridge 
economy. 

“Despite its desirable location, 
Newmarket station is only served 
by an hourly service between Ip¬ 
swich and Cambridge, which is 
two hourly on Sundays.”

RISING phoenix-like from the ashes, 
when Mike Rutherford reformed 
Mike + The Mechanic he originally 
started as a side-line to his activities in 
Genesis, he had little idea they would 
still be around after 30 years, Martin 
Hutchinson writes. 

Now back out on tour and visiting 
Cambridge Corn Exchange, Mike 
originally formed the band in 1984 
with Paul Young (ex Sad Cafe) and Paul 
Carrack, and between then and 2000, 
the band enjoyed hits like The Living 
Years, All I Need Is A Miracle and Over 
My Shoulder. 

In 2000, Young died suddenly, but 
the band reconvened (as Mike + The 
Mechanics and Paul Carrack) to record 
the 2004 album Rewired. 

"I thought the band had run its 
course," Mike says. "Especially after we 
lost Paul Young. There was a chemistry 
between the three of us that really 
worked. Then I got involved with the 


Genesis reunion tour in 2007." 

After that tour, Mike carried on 
writing songs and the idea of bringing 
back The Mechanics came to the fore. 

"Basically, I love to write," he 
explains. " And I was writing some 
songs with Chris Neil, who had written 
and produced for the old Mechanics, 
and we thought, why not go back to 
the beginning again and find some new 
singers?" 

"The band always was a bit of a 
project," he adds. 

In the end, Mike has repeated the 
successful formula of the original band 
by recruiting two lead singers. 

"I'm doing no more solo albums," he 
affirms. "I can't really sing and if I write 
a song, I want a good singer for it." 

The two singers that replaced Paul 
Young and Carrack were Andrew 
Roachford and Tim Howar. Roachford 
is one of the most successful UK R&B 
acts of the 90s, having hits with Cuddly

Toy and The Way That I Feel. 

Howar is a Canadian actor and singer 
who has had success in the West End in 
shows like Tonight's The Night, in which 
he played the role of Rod Stewart. 

Mike says: "Having an R&B type 
singer in the band works, and Tim has 
this theatrical background which also 
makes him suitable for the songs that 
Paul used to sing." 

Joining Mike, Andrew and Tim on 


stage will be Gary Wallis (who played 
drums in the old band, as well as 
touring with Pink Floyd), Anthony 
Drennan, who has toured with Genesis 
and The Corrs, and keyboard player 
Luke Juby. 

Mike is really looking forward to 
taking them all on the road. "There's a 
new energy within the band." 

It's been some time since Mike + 

The Mechanics toured the UK, and in 
the gap, Mike had the first volume of 
his autobiography - The Living Years - 
published. 

For this year's tour, he promises a 
great evening of music. "We'll do most 
of the old hits and a couple of Andrew's 
songs." 

And this time, there is something very 
special to look forward to. 

"That's right," Mike confirms. "We'll 
be playing a couple of Genesis songs 
that I really like, like Turn It On Again 
and I Can't Dance."

A DISAPPOINTED Oliver Jarvis could not hide his 
frustration after finishing fifth on his World Endur¬ 
ance Championship debut at Silverstone. 

He and co-drivers Lucas di Grassi and Loic Du¬ 
val went into the six-hour race with hopes of vic¬ 
tory after qualifying in third place, but they had to 
settle for fifth after problems with the body work 
of their Audi R18 e-tron quattro led to two costly 
delays for repairs. 

“It was definitely not what we were hoping for,” 
said Newmarket driver Jarvis. 

“After a really strong qualifying we thought we 
had the pace to win, which we did as shown by the 
fact the sister car went on to win it. 

“We had everything go wrong that possibly 
could. 

“There are positives but I feel like we missed an 
opportunity.” 

The victory for the #7 Audi driven by Marcel 
Fassler, Andre Lotterer and Benoit Treluyer made 
the misfortune even more frustrating as the race 
had started promisingly for Jarvis’ #8 car. 

Di Grassi, who took the first stint, was third 
behind the #18 Porsche and the sister Audi when 
he came into contact with a Porsche GT just over 
an hour and a half into the race, damaging the rear 
of the car. 

The team lost a lap on the leaders as mechanics 
repaired the rear, but another delay occurred with 
just under two-and-a-half hours left, when Duval 
handed over to Jarvis with another problem, this 
time at the front. 

After repairs were completed, the car finally went 
back out on track with Jarvis behind the wheel, but 
there was little hope of making up places. 

“We were four laps down with nothing to fight 


for,” he continued. 

“It was really frustrating. We were never going to 
be able to improve on fifth position so it was just a 
case of bringing the car home safely.” 

Despite contact with the #50 Corvette and a spin 


coming out of The Loop, Jarvis did just that. 

The #18 Porsche of Neel Jani, Romain Dumas 
and Marc Lieb finished second behind the #7 Audi, 
with the #1 Toyota of Anthony Davidson, Sebastien 
Buemi and Kazuki Nakajima third.
